block from the scene. 
The plane skimmed low over a 
d u ste r of cottages, ripping shin­ 
gles and roofing from some before 
smashing into the house. 
A wit­ 
ness said the only occupant of the 
house, a woman, ran out of dan­ 
ger before the plane hit. 
Nick Copeland, 
who saw the 
crash, said he heard the plane 
coming in “ unusually low.” 
“ I thought 
he was trying to 
make a landing on the beach,” 
Copeland said. “ It looked like his 
wheels were down. 
It seemed like 
one engine was revved up more 
than the others, pulling It aside. 
I took off running because I knew 
he wouldn’t make it.”
